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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 03/24/1 0 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. In regards to applicant's argument that Elwell does not teach "a plurality of device IDS 
corresponding to a plurality of functions," the examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner notes that Elwell was used to show that a 
multifunction apparatus can be treated as multiple separate apparatus based on the each function. Elwell shows that each function will 
have a separate device driver associated with it. In order to reference each of the functions separately the individual device driver to that 
function will need to be referenced. Nishio shows that each apparatus that has a device driver is associated with a device ID, in paragraph 
62. This shows that in order to communicate with the device properly in Nishio, there is the need to establish a device ID. Therefore, since 
each device of Elwell has a separate device driver and can be referenced independently of the whole multifunction apparatus, then when 
used with Nishio and device ID would be established. Therefore Nishio in view of Elwell does teach "a plurality of device IDS corresponding 
to a plurality of functions.". 
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
